His wife, pass- 
ing the police station, on the main 
street of the European quarter, one 
day, heard groans of an Armenian 
who, as the policeman informed her, 
was being tortured. Stuermer him- 
self did not witness what happened 
to these unfortunates on their way 
to destruction in the interior; nor did; 
he personally see what was done in 
Anatolia and Armegia proper to the 
Armenian peasants. 'But he was told 
by individual Germans, men of  hu- 
mane instincts, who had been __horri- 
fied bystanders, that nothing written 
about the, Armenian masacres can 
possibly have been exaggerated. It 
does not need the corroboration of 
his fellow-countrymen, the German 
missionaries on the spot, who have 
been equally outspoken on this sub- 
ject, to induce belief in Stuermer’s 
onesty. His graphic and passionate 
account of what he saw and of itself 
compels belief. 

Having established Turkish bound- 
less guilt in this Armenian slaught- 
er, the “most terrible massacre since 
Nero’s days,” he proceeds to accuse 
Germany as the Pilate of a whole 
race, “Consciencelessness, cowardice, 
cynical levity” are some of the terms 
with which he brands his own offi- 
cial countrymen who deliberately 
washed their hands in the blood of 
almost a million human beings.“ How 
do I come to make such a_ terrible 
charge?” he asks. “Because of the 
fact that—when the Armenian Patri- 


arch used to come to our ambassador | 


with tears in his eyes, begging for 
help—and I witnessed this scene 
more than once at our éinbassy—no 
interest was shown for anything but 
German prestige, wounded vanity, 
but never any compassion for ithe 
fate of the Armenian people.” ‘The 
Germans, he says, had Turkey abso- 
lutely in hand, and could have put an 
end to the massacres at once, had 
they earnestly desired, So much for 
his indictment of official and diplo- 
niatic Germany.

Care of Blankets 

Here is a satisfactory way of 
washing blankets: Slice half a cake 
of Washing soap into two quarts of 
water, Set on the stove and stir un- 
til dissolved, add cold water in a 
large tub. To this soapy water add 
four table spoons of powdered borax. 
Soak the blankets in this overnight. 
Then wash them in this water, rinse 
them twice in cold water, wring, and 
hang on the line. This recipe © will 
wash four blankets. Be sure and 
use only cold water and they will 
come out as soft and beautiful as 
new. A teaspoonful of glycerine, 
added to the rinsing water, will im- 
| prove them.

Of all the European neutrals, none 
has suffered so from German fright- 
fulness as Norway. Others have en- 
dured losses of life and property at 
sea, but not in the same measure.
